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I, Thorulf Lofstedt, do hereby declare and state as follows: 

1. I am a consulting designer residing in Jonkoping, Sweden. 

2. In late 1999 or early 2000, I met with Mr. Sven Sjostam regarding a new play and 
training equipment conceived of by Mr. Sjostam. Mr. Sjostam's conception for his play 
and training equipment is described in an informal communication from Mr. Sjostam to 
myself, a copy of which is attached as Exhibit A. 

3. Subsequent to our above noted meeting, I worked with Mr. Sjostam to construct 
a model of Mr. Sjostam's play and training equipment. Photographs of the model are 
shown in Exhibit B. This model was constructed in accordance with drawings and 
sketches which were provided by Mr. Sjostam. Copies of the drawings and sketches 
are attached as Exhibit C. The model shown in the photographs of Exhibit B were 
completed in the spring of 2000. 
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4. After the model was constructed, I worked with Mr. Sjostam to construct a full- 
size prototype of his play and training equipment. A photograph of the prototype is 
shown in Exhibit D. This prototype was constructed in the summer of 2000. 

5. The models and prototype were all built in Sweden. 

6. I have learned that Mr. Sjostam filed a patent application for his invention in the 
United States, and that the US Patent Examiner cited US Pat. No. 6,503,174 to 
Mantooth as a bar to Mr. Sjostam's application. The Mantooth patent has an effective 
filing date of January 9, 2001 . Mr. Sjostam conceived of his invention prior to January 
9, 2001. Additionally, the models and a prototype of the invention I helped Mr. Sjostam 
construct were all completed prior to January 9, 2001 . 

7. I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true 
and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and 
further that these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements 
and the like so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 
1001 of Title 18 of the United States Code, and that such willful false statements may 
jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent issued thereon.
